The remedy for t he more di-taiit fut tire lie- in greatly OaV 
hirgiug and expanding railway facilities of till kinds. There is no completely effective 
retiie.lv for the imiii) fifl le flit ute. but there i-ali opporl unity for iliiprov.iii.ii t thtoiigll 
more intensive. use of our pre- -nt I imited fa> i lit i<- by loading n ltd unloading cars more 
promptly and by loading cars more heavily. 

in many instance- cars arc unloaded or loaded I be same day they lire delivered. 
That kind of . o operation helps the situation materially, but it occurs all too ft e.ptently 
that a car which could l» ,..n phi- Iv loaded or unload, d in a day i- held over into the fol- 
lowing day. Thi- should Is- avoided wherever possible. Freight ens -nil spend more Hi in 
one-third of their time in tie hands of shippers and eonsigmsea. We believe thi- delay can

We are puttng fort! 9tU be-l efforts to load more heavily the ear- that we load our- 
sehes, and we urge our putiotis to join u- in these efforts to firovide more transportation.

In October, lumber loading on the Illinois Central System Lines was 
only ,>..'! imt ct'iit of the capacity of the cars loaded, mixed feed loading was only »i'J.2 tier 
Cent, cement loading was only 7«! js-r cent, cotton seed products loading was only , r .(».2 per 
cent, flour and meal loading was only .VLp. r cent, sugar loading w as only iC: per cent, and 
stucco and plaster loading was only 7.V3 per cent of maximum ear capacity. The cars 
which transported these commodities and many other commodities should have Is-en loaded 
fully 2."> js r cent more heavily than they were. 

Coal car loading was more than 96 pat cent of maximum capacity ; wheat and corn 
loading whs more thun fs) pe* eettt, and stone, sand and gravel loading was nearly 00 per 
cent of the eppacity of the ears. 

One way of meausring the efficiency of ■ railway organization is through Its record 
on the avenge number of miles made per ear per day : this averaye includes all freight o»r* 
on the relhaajh rata standing awaiting loading or unloading, cars. out of repair, cars be- • 
ing switched in yards and cars moving in trains. The best record ever attained on the Illi- 
nois Central System on miles js r car per day prior to this year was made in October 1!>20, 
when the record of 44.5!) miles per car per day was establish,-,!. Thai record was surpass- 
ed in October. V.rJ-2 w ith u record of 45.73 sstsM l>er car j>er day.
